Engineering students 
from Fairfax Virginia 
have discovered that 
the thump-thump of 
the bass can actualiy 
put out a fire. 


Viet Tran and Seth Robertson’s sound 
extinguisher replaces the compressed air tank 
containing chemicals with a loudspeaker the 
size of a subwoofer. The extinguisher drums 
out sound waves that put out the fire. But don’t 
be thinking you can rely on Snoop Dogg to save 
your burning bacon. The concept uses low hum 
or low frequency sounds that blow out flames. 
That’s because sound waves are basically blasts 
of air. 


And if you’re still thinking bacon, the inventors 
are in line with you, hoping to test the concept 
in kitchens for grease fires, because it’s a no- 
mess extinguisher. Conventional extinguishers 
usually leave chemical residue all over the 
place, while water hoses can ruin objects just 
as bad as fire. The sound wave fire fighter, however, leaves no traces in its wake. 
Eventually, the idea can be deployed in space, because sound waves can be 
directed without gravity.

THE KEY TO SURVIVING IN A DIGITAL WORLD? 
NEVER RUNNING OUT OF BATTERY. Y{>ur power 
is only as good as your battery, which is why 
we have all sorts of power-saving solutions 
to keep us running past the Energizer Bunny. 
Researchers from Stanford University are 
offering another solution: aluminum-ion. This 
battery is inexpensive, safe, flexible, charges 
fast, and has a long cycle life-everything you 
dream that a battery should have. 

According to the researchers, aluminum is 
a better solution over lithium cells because 
it charges quickly and lasts longer. They’ve 


developed a bendable battery that’s also safer, 
because it is not as volatile and does not catch 
fire when perforated. And because it’s thin and 
flexible, the battery can be used in wearable 
technology. 

The researchers saw promising results in using 
graphite for the cell’s cathode and salt liquid 
for its ionic liquid electrolyte. So far, tests 
show that the battery can withstand over 7,500 
charging cycles without loss of capacity- 
a huge number compared with the 1 00 cycles 
that other aluminum batteries usually tolerate 
before expiring.

The experiment revealed a significant 
decrease in the brain plaque of subjects. 

In fact, about 75 percent of the animals 
showed that the plaque buildup had 
almost been completely eliminated with 
no reported brain damage. The mice also 
exhibited better performance in mazes, 
places of avoidance, and object recognition 
after the treatment. 

“The ultrasound waves oscillate 
tremendously quickly, activating microglial 
cells that digest and remove the amyloid 
plaques that destroy brain synapses,” 
explains study author Prof. Jurgen Gdtz. 

The researchers will next figure out if the 
treatment is feasible and safe for humans.

EYES FOR DOCTORS. The idea is to allow medical 
specialists to see a 3D view of your insides using 
a real-time interactive virtual reality system. 
Called True 3D (t3D), the diagnostics and surgical 
planning tool sets itself apart from other 3D 
rendering technologies by enabling users to see 
and interact with organs in open 3D space rather 
than just a 20 monitor. 

Using a stylus, the medical practitioner can virtually 
poke around your insides as if you were cut open. 
t3D gives your doctor a more enriched anatomical 
understanding, heightened visual perception, and 
greater tolerance to image noise. Using the stylus, 
the specialist can interactively dissect malformations 
for a more detailed evaluation. t3D, which has 
received US Food and Drug Administration 510(k) 
clearance, promises a more enhanced picture of the 
body’s anatomy through an accurate depiction of 
depth information. 


PRETTY SOON, YOUR BAND AID CAN DO 
MORE THAN JUST COVER UP YOUR WOUND. 
A team from Harvard, Purdue, and Tufts 
universities, and Brigham and Women's 
Hospital is working on a smart bandage that 
can sense how well the wound is healing and 
releases medication like antibiotics or anti- 
inflammatory drugs. 


The new technology called 

flexible bioelectronics 
can report oxygen levels 
and temperature, and 
even make adjustments 
as needed.

A way to apply biomimicry 
to aircraft materials— 

constructing ‘self-healing’ planes that utilize high-tech carbon fiber composite materials— 
was recently discovered by researchers from RMIT in Melbourne. Embedded in the material 
are micro-sized capsules and pellets of polymer. In case of a crack, these substances melt 
and flood the fissure with resin, triggering a repair process. 

The study proves to be vital as most aircraft cracks occur inside the sheeting, often not 
visible from the surface of the plane. If this technology becomes successful, imagine the 
millions of lives it could save when used in commercial flights. Next time you fly, you no 
longer have reason to worry!

Scientists have recently discovered how 
to mimic the color-changing ability of 
chameleons, one of the few creatures 
with the ability to morph its skin color to 
match its surroundings.

The chameleon’s color-changing ability is 
made possible by nanocrystals embedded 
in its skin cells. These tiny crystals reflect 
light at different wavelengths and produce 
optical effects depending on the spacing. 
The result: when a chameleon relaxes its 
skin, we see it take on one color, but upon 
stretching its skin, its color varies. 

The same principle applies in designing 
the actual material. However, it is done 
by etching intricate ridges smaller than 
the wavelength of light on a very thin 
silicon film a thousand times thinner than 
a hair strand. 

The technology has yet to reach 
commercial market, but the mere 
idea certainly brings smiles to faces of 
fashionistas, not to mention getaway 
burglars and criminals.

FEARS OF NUCLEAR MELTDOWN AND

AS TO WHETHER OR NOT NUCLEAR 
POWER ENERGY IS THE SOLUTION TO 
SHORTAGES IN THE POWER INDUSTRY 


But a not-so-new concept returns 
to the forefront of talks on greener, 
safer alternative energy: thorium power. 

Talks about thorium’s potential started way 
back during the Cold War. But thorium energy 
wasn’t prioritized then, because the U.S. 
needed large energy supplies that will enable 
them to create weapons such as nuclear 
bombs. Nuclear plants fit this role, leaving the 
less-menacing thorium in the backseat. 

Fast forward years later, the interest in 
thorium power finally resumes, with several 
countries now engaging in research and talks 
on constructing their own prototype. 


How it works: Heat generated from the 
fission of uranium can generate electricity. 
This heat is produced by exposing the isotope 
of thorium (Th-232) to a beam of neutrons 
so it can be converted into an isotope of 
uranium (U-233). 

Thorium plants are relatively safe to maintain. 
In case of an accident, maintenance personnel 
can simply halt conversion of Th-232 to U-233 
or throw in neutron-absorbing rods into the 
reactor core. Safety features allow automatic 
shutdown of the reactor in case of extremely 
high temperatures.

A group of biohackers 
had the guts to try night 
vision, but not through 
wearing goggles. Instead, 
they had chemicals 
injected into their eyeballs. 
For the sake of, uh, 
science. 


Gabriel Licina, along with 

the group tagged Science for the Masses, conducted the experiment with the belief that 
this discovery can help search-and-rescue teams, soldiers, or even ordinary people with 
vision problems. 

Licina volunteered to be injected with the liquid Chlorin e6 (or Ce6), which is found in deep 
sea fishes that possess light-amplifying properties. Fie described the sensation as similar 
to placing eye drops, claiming that the procedure did not induce much pain. 

The group later simulated Licina’s night vision eyes by bringing him to a dark field an hour 
after getting injected. The result? Fie had clear vision up to 50 meters and was able to 
identify distant figures at a whopping 1 00 percent accuracy. After several hours, however, 
the night vision eventually faded. But certainly, the memory and sensation of having night 
vision eyes to prowl into the night will linger in retrospect.

Faces can now be recognized and drawn 
even in the absence of a witness, and that 
makes crime fighting a tad easier. 


Flere to unmask criminals who leave a 
stain of information is DNA phenotyping, 
a technology that enables face generation 
out of a DNA sample (e.g., a drop of blood). 
This is a groundbreaking advancement 
in forensics and criminal investigation as 
traditional forms of suspect identification 
in criminal cases rely heavily on the 
witness’ or the victim’s account and the 
artist’s skill to draw an accurate sketch of 
the suspect’s face. 


DNA phenotyping, on the other hand, can 
easily generate a face even in the absence 
of a witness or a CCTV camera during the 
incident. Facial rendering attempts to 
generate the closest detail it can get to 
match the eye, hair, and skin color, as well 
as the tooth shape, skin aberrations (e.g., 
freckles), and even overall face shape- 
all based on a DNA sample. 


DNA phenotyping remains in its early 
stages subject to further enhancement 
before it can draw 100 percent accurate 
and recognizable faces. But some startup 
companies in the U.S. are already trying 
out DNA-based sketches to assist 
police departments.

Don’t hold back on the pedal as the Solar Bike can propel 
you between 25 and 50kph. If you’re running on battery, the 
bicycle’s power can go on for an average of 2 to 25km a day, 
depending on the sun’s visibility, and a maximum battery 
enough to run up to 70km. 

With solar-powered bikes, healthier and greener forms of 
transportation become closer to the masses. Instead of 
dreaming of air-conditioned top-of-the-line four-wheelers 
that spew black smoke, the innovation of 
solar-powered bicycles can contribute to 
the popularity of biking as a lifestyle. 


Hey, not only will you reap health benefits, 
but maybe you’ll start inviting more people 
to a vigorous and green lifestyle— not to 
mention bidding our outrageous metro 
traffic goodbye.

But desperation fuels the imagination and 
necessity is the mother of invention, which 
is why Hong Kong property developer Sino 
Group and London-based engineering firm 
Arup developed an outdoor purifier that 
reduces air pollution by 40 percent per 
hour. The City Air Purification System is 
a six square-meter system that removes 
30 to 40 percent of PM 10 to PM 2.5 
particulates from the air. 


The device sucks up air near ground level 

through a vent at the bottom and then removes the pollutants as the air passes through the 
filtration bag inside. Clean air comes via the louvers at the top, forming an air curtain that 
prevents particulates from entering the structure. 

Sensors are also fitted on the structure to collect real time data on the street’s air quality. 
The developers plan to improve the system by harnessing alternative energy— solar 
or piezoelectricity— for power and turning it into a mist cooling system during 
summer months. 


The City Air Purification System was 
originally intended for the streets of Hong 
Kong. However, China already adapted the 
technology and will be installing units at 
the Tsinghua University in Beijing soon. It 
would be good if other countries, including 
the Philippines, follow suit. After all, we 
badly need the benefits of clean air in our 
gritty, heavily polluted roads.

OIL AND GAS OPERATIONS ARE AMONG 
THE MAJOR SOURCES OF WATER 
POLLUTION WORLDWIDE. IN THE

worse, traditional means of wastewater 
treatment are difficult and expensive due to 
the saltiness of the water and the organic 
contaminants in it. 

A new technique developed by engineers at 
the University of Colorado Boulder makes 
the process of removing both salt and 
organic contaminants from wastewater— 
and water treatment in general— simpler. 

The new technology, called microbial 
capacitive desalination, uses a battery 
powered by— yes, you guessed it— microbes 
to generate electric current utilized for 
desalination. Much cheaper than using 
chemicals to produce electricity, this 
approach takes advantage of the fact that 
the contaminants in the wastewater contain 
energy-rich hydrocarbons, the same 
compounds found in oil and natural gas. 



During the treatment process, the 
microbes eat the hydrocarbons and release 
their embedded energy. The energy then 
creates a positively charged electrode 
on one side of the cell and a negatively 
charged one on the other, essentially 
setting up a battery. The salt in the water 
dissolves into negative- and positive- 
charged ions, making them easy to 
attract and adhere onto high-surface 
area electrodes. 

Not only does the technology remove 
salt and organic contaminants from the 
waste water, it also produces additional 
energy, which can be used to run on-site 
equipment. This makes the whole process 
simpler, cheaper, and sustainable.

PACKING PEANUTS HELP IN THE SAFE

That may soon change as scientists from 
Purdue University found a new use for 
these puffy particles: as raw material for 
a lithium-ion battery anode. The team 
discovered that packing peanuts can be 
used to create a new type of anode made of 
carbon— and that these plastic foams do it 
better than graphite ones. 

Packing peanuts are made to be 
lightweight and porous, and they retain the 
spongy, bead-like frothy structure even 


when broken down into 
tiny microsheets that are 
just a micrometer thick 
or about 50 times thinner 
than a strand of human 
hair. These qualities allow 
them to be good for moving 
and storing energy inside 
the battery. 

So how does this 
packaging material turn into a battery 
anode material? The foam peanuts are 
heated to around 700°C for a couple of 
hours under inert atmosphere, in the 
presence or absence of a transition 
metal-salt catalyst. Then, depending on 
the peanut material and approach taken, 
the process produces either carbon 
nanoparticles or carbon microsheets that 
have more cavities to hold charge, making 
them better at storing and moving energy.

WEARABILITY 

The band fits very well; you oan hardly 
feel it (or the Watoh) onoe you've plaoed 
it on. This uses a rubber oomposite 
material, so it should be easy to wash and 
keep olean but I expeot it to deform and 
disoolor through time. 


CALL TIME 

I like the oalling feature on the Apple 
Watoh. It uses the iPhone's oellular 
signal, but you oan have a pretty olear 
oall using the Watoh. The mio is powerful 
enough that you don't have to put the 
watoh near your faoe to speak. 

The Watoh makes it possible to do many 
things without reaohing for the iPhone. 

I find this more integrated and effioient 
than what Android Wear offers, whioh is 
simply mirroring notifioations. 


The Apple Watoh is the most personal 
wearable I've tried. Onoe you've mated it 
to your iPhone, it requires a 4-eharaeter 
PIN oode, whioh you need to enter eaoh 
time you take it off.

FEATURE RICH 

Notifioations are another great feature of 
the Apple Watoh. Sure, other wearables 
have this, too. But the Watoh integrates 
so muoh better with mail, WhatsApp, 
messages, and even text. You oan send 
oanned responses, use the built-in 
miorophone to diotate a reply, or offload 
the message to your iPhone to type a 
longer string of text. 

Siri and diotation work great on the Apple 
Watoh. I've used Siri to find nearby burger 
joints, navigate new neighborhoods, send 
a text to my wife, and oheok the weather. 
Siri responds through text and when 
possible, using graphios. 

Various apps also oome with the Apple 
Watoh. The most obvious is the Watoh 
applioation that allows you to oreate your 
own timepieoe. Unlike Android Wear, 
whioh offers thousands of third-party 
faoes, the Apple Watoh ships with only 
a handful. The good thing about the 
Watoh faoes is that they oan be altered 
with "oomplioations," so adding weather, 
alarm, moon phase, and even aotivity 
information is easy. 


The Watoh does mirror notifioations as 
well, and many of the Watoh apps are 
more like widgets that push information 
to the Watoh. But there's more depth to 
the options as well as the various ways to 
interaot with the information.

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BATTLEFIELD HARDLINE

In an attempt to deviate from the recent trend 
of first-person shooters exploring modern and 
futuristic miiitary warfare. Battlefield Hardline 
takes the franchise into a bold (and relatively 
controversial) direction into today's world 
of law enforcement. But is the common 
everyday street warfare of Hardline more than enough 
to keep gamers hooked? 

Online, that’s a definite yes, thanks to some fun objective-based game 
modes that explore the myriad ways of pitting cops versus criminals. 

Offline, however, it’s not as convincing. Even with some rather interesting 
gameplay mechanics that emphasize pacification over annihilation, a brief and 
predictable plot coupled with less than compelling replay incentives translate 
to an underwhelming experience that questions whether Hardiine is worth its 
asking price. 

WRONG SIDE OF THE LAW 

The offline single-player campaign puts you in the shoes of Miami detective 
Nicholas Mendoza, and how he journeys from being a trustworthy cop to 
becoming another criminal running from the law. Obviously, it’s as cookie- 
cutter as plotlines can get if you’ve watched a lot of action movies or cop 
shows, with nothing much to keep you interested as far as plot twists go. 

To be fair, the episodic presentation and adequate voice-acting performances 
give some breathing room for decent story development, but only so much. 

Not even a star-studded cast can breathe life into fictional characters 
designed to be one-dimensional from the get-go.

Probably the biggest downside to 
Hardiine’s solo campaign is its lack 
of depth. It offers some decent 
incentive by collecting evidence and 
arresting criminals with warrants on 
the way as you move from one linear 
plot point to the next. However, 
even with the distractions, you can 
plow through the game in literally 
a day: no exaggeration. It’s a very 
linear journey that feels more like 
going through the motions, and 
given that it’s the only offline mode 
available, it feels even more like a 
lazy execution. 

SHOW ME YOUR BADGE 

But there is some retribution to be 
found in the combat gameplay. As 
a first-time player of a Battiefieid 
game, I found the shooting to be 
quite precise and solid, especially 
where shot placement was 
concerned. Headshots are lethal 
here, more so than shots to the 
body or limbs (as rightly so), and 
everything feels nicely balanced 
between weapon loadouts. I suppose 
if there was a con to the controls, 
it would be when driving the many 
vehicles at your disposal. But this is 
more of a minor nitpick.

Aside from the usual shooting 
mechanics, Hardiine’s solo campaign 
mode incorporates a nifty stealth system 
that focuses on making arrests instead 
of wiping all the bad guys out. It’s not 
exactly innovative, but the use of your 
police badge to force a baddie into 
dropping their guns and cuffing them is 
just plain entertaining even if it is awfully 
unrealistic. That said, if you’re looking for 
an experience that’s more authentic than 
Hollywood, this is not the game for you. 


PLAYING COPS AND ROBBERS 

While the offline single-player might be 
a hard sell, Hardiine’s online multiplayer 
is a whole different ball game. Honestly, 
Hardiine really feels like it was built 
solely for the multiplayer experience, 
with a total of seven modes available 
to keep you amused and with varying 
degrees of body counts. Massive team 
modes like Heist are intense battles 
of capture the flag (or should we say, 
capture the vault), necessitating tactics 
with your squads, which are subteams 
that you form on the fly. 


On the other hand, small-scale modes like Crosshair, where 
teams exchange attempts to either kill or escort a VIP, add 
a new layer of difficulty by disallowing respawning in each 
round. Each mode puts something new on the table, providing 
some welcome variety to the mix. 


On a technical level, the connectivity performance is pretty 
impressive. Even on a moderate wireless connection I could 
hardly feel any lag, and the framerate never suffered one bit 
either. I never once got dropped off a match server as well. 
On this front, it looks like Hardiine has any and all possible 
connectivity concerns covered. 


POLICE ACADEMY 

Multiplayer also offers some depth to the running and 
gunning with customizable role-based character classes. 

The classes essentially dictate your weapon loadout and also 
provide role-specific gear to play around with. Enforcers, for 
example, can use health kits to heal other teammates and 
work well from a moderate distance with their assault rifles. 
Professionals, on the other hand, are snipers who excel in 
planting traps and cameras for displaying enemy intel on your 
team minimap. 


Picking the right class for the right event is definitely 
satisfying to say the least, especially with friends in tow. 

You’ll also want to improve your classes by ranking up and 
unlocking more gear, which you buy with in-game cash earned 
by scoring points as you play. You can also earn and purchase 
items called Battlepacks, which give random rewards 
depending on their specific value, making regular play even 
more gratifying for the incentives. 


SPEED SAYS 

Battlefield Hardline is 
difficult to put down when 
engaged in its online 
multiplayer, thanks to the 
reasonably diverse modes 
on hand and the efficient 
depth in customizing 
your online agent. But 
as for single-player 
options, all you have is 
the story campaign. The 
game delivers a unique 
approach to playing 
cop, but everything else 
surrounding it is marred 
by subpar execution 
and a dull narrative that 
could have used a bit 
more time at the drawing 
board. Unless you plan 
on enforcing and/or 
breaking the law online, 
there are other shooters 
around with better offline 
experiences to suit the 
soloist’s palate.

BIRTH OF DIGITAL PHOTOGRAPHY 

The granddaddy of all digital cameras was 
created for Eastman Kodak by engineer 
Steve Sasson. The contraption cobbled 
together a lot of different parts, which 
resulted in a massive 8-pound device with 
a 100 X 100-pixel sensor at its heart. 

A photograph, which was in black and 
white, took at least 23 seconds to create. 

To view the images, the data had to read 
from a digital cassette tape tethered to a 
television set. It’s really hard to imagine 
having a 0.01 -megapixel camera, but we all 
had to start somewhere, right? 

Little did Sasson know that his invention 
would herald a technological revolution. 
Over the course of the years, new 
innovations and breakthroughs that would 
ultimately lead to where we are now slowly 
fell into place. 


From 1975’s prototype, there came 1988’s 
Fuji Fujix, which had the first removable 
memory card, 1 991 's Kodak DCS with the 
first DSLR, 1994’s Kodak/AP NC2000 DSLR 
designed for photojournalists and which 
retailed for $17,950, 1995’s Casio QV-10 
with the first LCD that could play back 
images and function as a viewfinder, and 
1999’s Nikon D1 , which was the first DSLR 
body designed entirely from scratch by a 
single manufacturer. (The D1 also ushered 
in the age of affordable professional 
cameras, being sold for around $5,000 
which was half of what other cameras in 
the market cost during that time.) 

Combining all of these innovations, 
cameras have become better, cheaper, and 
smaller. It really is surprising and awe- 
inspiring just how much changed in such a 
short time span. 

We consumers can only stand back and 
watch as the whole digital photography 
revolution unfolded before our very eyes. 
But with professional photographers— 
people whose literal blood, sweat, and 
tears went into the darkroom one photo at 
a time— it was a different matter altogether. 
They were the ones who needed to adjust 
the most. 

Of course, some refused to budge at the 
start, thinking that it was all a fad. But 
if you don’t get with the times, you’ll get 
washed away with the tide. A few stragglers 
still exist, but they’re more the exception 
rather than the norm.

Generally speaking, photography has become easier with 
the advent of digital technology. Don’t get me wrong, 
though. Everything has tradeoffs and there are some things 
with film and analog that digital simply can’t replicate. 

The most noticeable difference with the jump from analog 
to digital is film. Back then, you would have to have a nice 
stock of films with different ISO levels and color balance. 
You’d need a Polaroid back as well, so that your art director 
can approve your test shots before you actually start the 
shoot. Photography assistants actually stood by on the 
ready to switch over films once you finish a roll. 

Nowadays, cameras are connected via Wi-Fi and the shots 
go directly to a laptop so you, the art director, and even the 
client can check every conceivable detail of the images the 
moment they’re taken. 



OH. SHOOT! 



HIGH TIMES WITH ISO 

One of the best advantages that digital has 
over analog is the flexibility of changing 
ISOs. With film, you’re stuck with the speed 
of the roll you have loaded. Moreover, that 
figure is usually low. 

With the brand spanking new sensors of 
cameras today, you can change your ISO 
from as low as 50 to as high as 25,600 with 
a flick of a switch. I really wouldn’t use the 
latter because it’s a grainy mess, but in 
dire situations, it’s a nice feature to have 
and would enable you to get an otherwise 
impossible shot. 

The hard part of being a photographer 
today is that everyone has a digital camera. 
Before, you’re the only one taking shots, 
but nowadays, you have to jones for 
position. You have to push, shove, and find 
your way among overly excited guests 
to get the shot you need. The problem is 
that you have a contract with your client 
to get the shot while the other people are 
under no pressure to deliver. You see this 
predicament the most at weddings, as 
some photographers are boxed out by all 
the guests who brought their own cameras. 
When you miss a pivotal moment, you’ll 
still be the one to blame. 

GEVALUATIGNGF THE GRAFT 

On a related note, another problem that 
photographers of today face is that since 
practically everyone has a camera, some 
clients see fit to devalue work. You see 
this the most at malls and photo shops 
where they charge such a low rate for 
events and wedding photography that it 
sounds like a joke. There is no craft or skill 
involved. You just have to get at least 300 
shots to reach your quota and call it a day. 
For professionals, this is the unfortunate 
price to pay as cameras now are cheap and 
affordable, so everyone has access to it. 

Curiously enough, now that we have 
access to all the convenience and 
technological marvels associated with 
digital photography, there’s resurgence 
and even movements to go back to basics 
and go analog. You can owe this to hipsters 
wanting to use all things old school, but we 
feel there’s a bit more to it than just that. 

With how everything is quick and easy 
with digital, going back to your roots with 
film makes you calm and composed. As 
opposed to having over a thousand possible 
shots inside your camera, you’re limited to 
just 36 frames or even less. Knowing that 
each frame is priceless— both literally and 
figuratively (have you seen the exorbitant 
prices of film nowadays?)— your shot 
selection and framing is much more 
thought out. You can’t just go clicking 
guns blazing and chimp away at the LCD 
checking if you got the shot you wanted. 
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PICKUP TRUCK OR SPORTS CAR? 

For me, the best analogy to use with digital and analog photography is 
cars. Digital would be your pickup truck, the workhorse that gets the job 
done day after day, while shooting with film is akin to Sunday driving with 
a classic sports car. While both take you from point A to point B, their uses 
are fundamentally different. 

If your job depended on it, you’ll use digital for its advances in technology 
and its convenience. For “me time,” personal projects, or times you want 
to find yourself, the tranquility and serenity inherent in shooting with film 
prevails. It may cost more and be clunky at times, but it’s the spirit behind 
it that’s important. 



ARTFUL MARKETING 

One thing you have to remember, loo, 
is that it’s not all about photography. 

These days, your internet presence is 
as or even more important than your 
photographic skills. Even if youVe a genius 
at photography but can’t market yourself, 
you’re stuck. 

Relevance is the name of the game. If you 
can’t be found online, then for all intents 
and purposes, you don’t exist. 

Some international photographers IJke 
Chase Jarvis and Vincent Lafpret were 
ahead of the curve with this one* cultivating 
a loyal fanbase and generating new clients 
through the sheer power of social media. 


There’s also the case of Chris Ozer, 
an amateur photographer who mainly 
posted on Instagram. Through the app, 
he was able to ignite his passion and 
find his calling. Now, he’s a professional 
photographer with clients such as Cole 
Flaan, Evernote, Facebook, Nike, and 
Samsung, just to name a few. 


EXCITING FUTURE 

After adaptation, the obvious route ahead is 
evolution. As much as has happened in the 
last 40 years, there’s still so much in store 
for photography’s new frontier. If you think 
about it, your phone’s built-in camera is 
way better than a lot of the digital cameras 
of yesteryear. 


After all that’s been said and done, how exactly does a photographer survive 
in today’s digital climate? The answer is all in one word: adaptation. 

Natural selection is a real thing. It’s either you adapt, get with the times, 
or get stuck living in the past. While some of your loyal clients might stick 
with you, there will come a point where they’ll require something you can’t 
provide. 

Sooner or later, you’ll have to adapt. We all do. If VFIS and Laser Discs are 
any indication, technology always has a way of catching up to you whether 
you like it or not. 


The future of photography, contrary to 
popular belief, is very exciting and has a 
lot of room for growth. Just in the past 
few years, we went from fighting over 
how many megapixels one’s camera has 
to using a DSLR as a fashion accessory, 
Instagramming one’s breakfast, lunch, and 
dinner, and shooting selfies from every 
imaginable angle.

It’s a fun way of capturing precious and unforgettable moments Like 
weddings and big events. Capturing that big first kiss from above? 
Glorious! Couple this with the fact that personal drones don’t dent 
the budget that much, and you’ve got a technological revolution in 
your hands. 

FLIPSIDE: PRIVACY 

As with all things, however, there is a flipside. The elephant in the 
room with regard to unmanned remote-controlled aircraft is the issue 
of privacy. 

Controlling a drone camera to spy or stalk someone has alarmingly 
become a reality. One of the well-known victims of this high-tech 
invasion of privacy is celebrity Miley Cyrus. The actress took to 
Instagram and posted a video of a paparazzi drone flying overhead and 
circling her house. You can only imagine how hard it is for celebrities 
to have no respite and safe haven from nosy paparazzo. 

Since the cost barrier of drones aren’t that high, even regular people 
like you and me aren’t immune. More and more cases of drones 
spying on seemingly random neighborhoods are cropping up. 

You aren’t safe from prying eyes anymore even in the solitude of your 
home. Even if you’re on the top floor of your house, as long as there’s 
an open window, a drone can creep on you or members of your family. 

It’s a dire way of looking at things, but that’s reality. From being used 
in warfare to delivering Amazon packages and stalking people, drones 
sure have come a long way. 

FLYING IN THE GRAY 

The issue of privacy with regard to unmanned aircraft has become

10+ YEARS 

19 years: Speed TV. With the clamor 
by spectators and sponsors for better 
race coverage, I produced in 1996 
the Philippine motorsports TV show 
called Speed TV[a namesake but not 
connected with this magazine), which 
aired on PTV4. The show contributed 
to the revival of the golden age of 
motor racing when the two race 
tracks in Subic and Batangas were 
established, and car manufacturers 
such as Toyota, Mitsubishi, Nissan, 
and Proton battled each other in the 
races. We were inspired by Butch 
Gamboa’s Motoring Today and Zal 
Marte’s Sports Life TVshows, which 
were the pioneers in bringing racing 
into the living rooms of the Filipinos. 

17 years: Hyundai-MP Turbo racing 
team. After our very successful Caltex- 
Mitsubishi Racing Team partnership in 
1 994-96, the MP Turbo team partnered 
with a virtual unknown back then, the 
Korean-made Flyundai, distributed 
by Francisco Motors Corporation. 

We were up against the might of 
several Japanese car companies like 
Nissan and Mazdaspeed. After the 
first year, the organizing body decided 
to ban special edition models like the 
Mazdaspeed to stop the escalating cost 
of racing. This was the time when we 
really displayed the good handling of 
the Flyundai Elantra and the superior 
driving talent of Carlos Anton, clinching 
the National Production Championship 
Title in 1998 to 2003. We also secured 
the Production Team Title through our 


second car, driven by me. This also 
helped build racing champions such 
as Mike Anton, George Apacible, 
Frank Kovacevic, and Monching and 
Tonton Gutierrez in the novice and 
clubman divisions. 

12 years: Asian Formula 3. Coming 
from a dramatic international 
AF2000 race in 2002, the MP Turbo 
team, managed by team captain 
Pepon Marave, was fortunate to 
be invited to drive for the Shell AF3 
team in their Promotions Class. The 
classic ‘98 Dallara F3 was one level 
down from the newer Open Class 
where Marave raced. We won the 
first two Promotions Class races in 
Subic after a very tight battle with 
my old nemesis Jojo Silverio. Sad to 
say, after those successful first two 
races, our engine was detuned to 
conserve the unit, and the car never 
performed the same way as before. 
We also didn’t have the budget to do 
the whole series and quit after just 
the legs. Marave and Silverio would 
eventually capture their respective 
classes, and we were happy we 
managed to control that 240hp 
beast of a machine. 

1 2 years: MP Turbo shop catches 
fire. The MP Turbo team’s 
increasing success in racing was 
put to a halt when the MP Turbo 
Race & Rally Shop was burned 
down in October 2003. The huge 
fire started in the early morning 
when the informal settlers’ houses, 
resting right behind the shop and on 
BLTBCo’s side walls in Pasay City, 
accidentally caught fire due to a 
toppled gas lamp. The fire engulfed 
the whole shop, extended all the 
way to EDSA, and eventually made 
thousands of people homeless. 

We lost a lot of cars and buses, 
and stopped our operation in 
motorsports for a long time. 

1 2 years: Ultimate Speedfest 
Championship. When the shop 

burned down, I gave my full 
support to organizing 
motorsports events. 


Since the team started the Philippine 
International Karting association 
back in 1986, the Philippine Motor 
Racing Association in 1994, and the 
MP Turbosports Club in 1983, we have 
been organizing karting, rallycross, 
motocross, and 4x4 events all around 
the country. We concentrated on 
the Ultimate Offroad Speedfest 
Championship, with Red Florse and 
Smart as the main title sponsors 
in 2003-2005. We had motocross 
events on Saturdays and 4x4 races on 
Sundays. Our rules had become the 
standard for other events. 

BELOW 10 YEARS 

8 years: Philippine National Touring 
Car Championship. After the fire 
engulfed our shop, the MP Turbo 
operated in the shops of old friends 
and managed to get the Flonda Civic 
EK of Jonathan Buxton into the new 
PNTCC series that promoted Group 
N racing. The PNTCC had a unique 
formula, which included sprint and 
enduro races on the same weekend, 
therefore requiring a second driver for 
the enduro. MP Turbo driver Carlos 
Anton partnered with Buxton to win the 
series even with one more race to go. 

1 year: Michelin Pilot Sport 
Experience. With all the driving tests 
and tours organized by the different car 
makers and trade partners, nothing 
could beat the Michelin Pilot Sport 
Experience. I was lucky to be one of the 
media practitioners sent to Sepang, 
Malaysia, to drive four disciplines of 
race and rally cars, all using Michelin 
tires. There were more than 30 media 
practitioners from Asia. The past 
Michelin events were very good to the 
Filipinos since we won most of them in 
the media category (James Deakin and 
Steven Yu are just a few media men 
who won them). Last year, I joined the 
roster of Filipino journalists who won 
the event’s media category. 

I hope this short motorsports history, 
through the MP Turbo team’s journey, help 
make people aware of all the trials and 
successes the industry has had in the past. 
Now it’s time to write a new chapter and 
we will bring it all here in Turbo Time!

BEHIND THE CAMERA 

Working in front of the camera, Jasmine is bound to get 
interested in what’s going on behind it. But just Like most of 
us, she hasn’t gone beyond owning a camera, trying to play 
with it for some time, and then resorting back to our ever 
reliable phone snappers. 


THROUGH THE LENS 

Jasmine had been playing on the fringe of show business for as long as 
she can probably remember— with her sister starting early on acting, her 
mom encouraging her to also try it, and her five-year-old self shooting 
commercials with no idea of all the going-ons. 

But the spotlight wasn’t welcomed that time. A few more commercial gigs 
for little Jasmine and she stopped. 

“I don’t think I enjoyed [the commercial shoots] when I was younger,” 
she admitted. Now, four years into her career. Jasmine has already made 
several TV shows, notable movies, brand endorserments, and not to 
mention stunning magazine covers. 


Jasmine now has three cameras, the one on her phone 
not included. A GoPro action cam is the newest addition to 
her small collection of photography gear, and perhaps the 
most used recently as she has been trying out physically 
challenging activities. 

IN YOUR LAST INTERVIEW WITH SPEED, WHICH WAS 
ALSO A PHOTOGRAPHY ISSUE, YOU MENTIONED 
YOUR INTEREST IN PHOTOGRAPHY AND COLLECTING 
CAMERAS. HOW HAS THAT BEEN GOING FOR YOU? 

I have a Canon EOS 100D, an Olympus PEN E-P3, and a 
GoPro. I was studying kasi photography at that time, very 
basic tang. We were studying black and white films 
for photography. 


YOUR RECENT MAGAZINE COVERS SHOW A SEXIER AND MORE 
MATURE JASMINE CURTIS SMITH. ARE THESE PREVIEWS TO A 
MORE DARING IMAGE? 

I think it’s more of just an establishment of me landing that 21 -year-old 
mark and showing my range. I’ve always been open to daring roles— not 
necessarily sexy or requiring skin to be shown, but more of just unexpected 
roles. And those magazine covers were very unexpected. I never really 
thought I could pull it off. 

COMING FROM A MODELING BACKGROUND, YOU MUST BE 
COMFORTABLE BY NOW AT PHOTO SHOOTS? 

I still get awkward, but I channel that into wanting to learn and hear 
feedback. I’ve only been doing it for four years. That’s nothing compared 
to the seniors I’ve worked with. My sister, for example. She’s been 
doing that for almost 20 years, if not any less. Kahit na I have that level 
of comfortability, meron pa rin part of me [questioning], “Tama ba ‘tong 
ginagawa kol Do they like what they’re seeing?” But I’m sure even other 
artists feel that way no matter how long they’ve been in the industry. I’m shy 
at first taiaga as a person, and then I warm up, and then I’m madaidai na. 

WHAT PART OF PHOTO SHOOTS DO YOU LIKE THE MOST? 

[It’s] getting to spend time with my team, really, kasi that’s when we catch 
up. That’s when we talk about whatever gossip is out. Dun taiaga Lumaiabas 
‘yung pagiging friends namin. Our conversations don’t just stick to what we 
do, but more of everything we do in our life in general. 

WHAT DO YOU LIKE MOST AND LEAST ABOUT BEING IN FRONT OF 
THE CAMERA? 

[What I like most] is that I get to test my confidence and self-belief kasi ang 
darning nakatingin. But you need to make sure that you project or give them 
what is needed and asked for. 

What I don’t like is when I get frustrated because I can’t pull it off, and then 
my confidence Level goes down, and people can feel the energy off me. 
Usually, [I’m] talkative when it’s a really long shoot. Pero once I get one 
thing that ticks me off, [I become] quiet. You can’t even talk to me. My mood 
just swings the other way. That’s one thing I don’t like being in front of the 
camera: [I] have to control that. And sometimes it’s really hard. 

WE HAVE SARA BLACK TODAY TO SHOOT YOU, AND YOU TWO ARE 
WORKING INCREDIBLY WELL TOGETHER. WHAT IS IT THAT YOU LIKE 
MOST ABOUT HER AS YOUR PHOTOGRAPHER? 

I think it’s that level of comfortability with her. The first time I worked with 
her, she already made me feel like we’re friends. She has that term of 
endearment, “Babe.” That kind of makes you feel like you’ve gotten to know 
each other to some extent. Also, I trust how she works because she comes 
from a background of modeling as well. Obviously, she knows exactly how 
the models should project or what they should do. 


I never really got to learn how to function an SLR. From 
time to time, when I remember I have cameras and I’m free 
from work or I’m on vacation, I try to figure out the settings 
and all that. 

HOW OFTEN IS THAT? 

Not very often. What’s handy now is the GoPro or phone 
[camera]. I try to play around with the settings of the phone 
as well kasi they’re improving din naman what you can 
adjust and what not for the setting. 

WHAT PHOTOGRAPHY APPS DO YOU USE ON 
YOUR PHONE? 

Instagram. I love Instagram. I love posting photos. 
Squaready for video and photo. Ang convenient ng 
Squaready for video kasi you can choose which part of the 
song you want to put. 

DO YOU HAVE A FAVORITE FILTER? 

I use VSCO. I have seasons of filters. Right now, my season 
is the M3 filter, which is kind of a greenish, brownish filter. 
It’s not always greenish brown; it’s very colorful naman. 
Before that it was a different one. It was like a 02, 01 , 
or something. 

And I have this 00 feeling right now with my feed where 
everything has to be landscaped. You’ll see, I go through 
times na iahat square. May time na ‘yung may white border. 
Now, for the past two, three months iahat landscaped. 

WHAT DO YOU USUALLY TAKE PHOTOS OF? 

Just recently, it’s more of the clouds kasi parang ang 
gaganda ng formations recently. I’m trying to do this thing 
on my Tumblr where I take photos of light or anything that 
you look up to that looks interesting. I’m trying to make my 
own series. It’s called the “Up” series. I was wondering how 
long I can keep on going. 

DO YOU STILL REMEMBER YOUR FIRST CAMERA? 

Yes, it was a digital camera. It was a Sony Cyber-Shot. 

I was in grade six, and I begged for it for Christmas. 

WHAT'S ON TOP OF YOUR GADGET WISHLIST? 

I want to see what it’s like to control a drone because ang 
cool eh. [But] I’d make sure I use it in an area where people 
are comfortable [and] also [in a] controlled environment. 

I wouldn’t want to make people feel uncomfortable and 
parang nababastos. 
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AND CUT! 

Jasmine is a sweetheart, that’s for sure. She can be poised if she wants to, 
but what people don’t usually see is the down-to-earth, cowboy side of the 
young actress. She isn’t self-conscious about laughing loudly if she finds 
something funny. And you should see her get into her thinking mode (which 
she claims she usually does when alone). Jasmine would ask life’s deepest 
questions, or try to unravel the mysteries of science and the world. Does 
she get an answer? We don’t know. We didn’t try to know. 

WHEN YOU'RE ALL STRESSED OUT, HOW DO YOU UNWIND? 

I sleep a lot. I watch TV series. I’m trying to catch up on Game of Thrones 
right now and I just got my copy of season one of House of Cards. When I’m 
not doing that. I’m asking for movie recommendations from friends. Or I’m 
playing my Xbox. Or I’m at the gym. I’m hardly out of my place. 

YOU'RE A GAME OF THRONES FAN, TOO! WHICH SEASON ARE 
YOU ON RIGHT NOW? 

I just started season 5 episode 1. And I love it. 

CATCH UP! 

I know! And I already can’t believe that Aria traveled so much already. Such 
an independent little girl. 

WHICH Got CHARACTER CAN YOU RELATE MOST TO? 

I want to relate to Khaleesi. She’s so beautiful and so powerful. But she’s 
also hard-headed sometimes, I think. 


I think [I’m] more of, if I were to really 
connect my personality with a character, 
[like] Sansa Stark because she follows, 
she listens, and she does the most logical 
thing— what will benefit this situation now, 
what will make it peaceful, so I don’t cause 
any trouble. And then she knows how to 
turn it around and make it good for her 
naman-. bahaia na kayo diyan I need to really 
work for myself now. 

YOU DO REALIZE THAT SANSA STARK 
IS BECOMING ONE OF THE MAJOR 
PLAYERS IN THE SERIES' NEW SEASON? 

Yeah. Exactly! That’s how I feel din naman 
na before. [She seems to be like:] “What 
are people saying? Ahh, I’ll follow. I’ll 
follow.” And now [she’s] trying to be [her] 
own person. 

YOU'VE GOT GOOD TASTE IN TV 
SERIES. WHAT KIND OF MOVIES DO 
YOU LIKE TO WATCH? 

I try to go through everything, although 
what I enjoy the most are horror or psych, 
weirdo movies. 

WHAT'S YOUR FAVORITE? 

There’s this one movie. [It’s] not my 
favorite. But one of the most memorable 
horror movies I’ve watched would 
have to be Mirrors. After nun, Hindi ako 
makapagbanyo sa house ng friend ko kasi 
punong puno ng mirrors yung banyo niya. 
That’s how effective that movie was to me. 

One of those mind eff movies that I enjoy 
is— and I think it’s everyone’s favorite din— 
Eternai Sunshine of the Spotless Mind. 

And Wicker Park— Ws kind of romance 
slash psycho movie. Sobrang ganda. 

All-time favorite.

W hile some dreamers are content 

with waiting for the world to change, 
visionary, engineer, and businessman 
Yosuke Fukada is already out 
trailblazing the path for startups 
locally and abroad. 

This hardworking entrepreneur 
hardly takes days off, but admits 
finding joy in what he does. 

He advises young entrepreneurs 
to tread their own paths not 
with the goal of raking profit, 
but rather, with the aim of 
transforming the world and 
making it a better place for 
others— the same philosophy he 
applies to his startup company 
Yoyo Holdings Pte. Ltd, the 
company behind lock screen 
rewards app Popslide. 



Before starting Yoyo, you worked for 
one of Japan's Largest mobile platform, 
DeNA. What valuable Lessons did you 
learn from the company? 

[That in an organization] the people are 
very important to make a difference. In 
DeNA, people are great, they’re amazing 
and hardworking, and they believe that 
the mobile technology industry can 
change the world drastically, that’s why 
they work so hard. 



So, what made you decide to start your 
own company? 

In my case, it was not so important to start 
my own business. The most important 
thing was to change the world using 
mobile technology. So this is just one way 
for me [to do that]. Big companies cannot 
decide to start their [businesses] in other 
countries— it’s very risky. That’s why I 
started one myself. 

And so Yoyo Holdings was born. Your 
company has been noticed in startup 
communities across the region, and was 
even named Best Startup in Echelon 
Philippines 2014 and recently at the New 
Economic Summit in Tokyo. What do you 
think makes Yoyo special? 

There are [already] a lot of great startups 
in Japan, Korea, Philippines, and other 
Asian countries. But what is special is that 
we at Yoyo just like to solve the biggest 
problems of the world. 

Now, Yoyo’s mission is to provide free 
mobile internet for the people. All over 
the world people can watch most TV 
programs for free. But why do we need 
to pay mobile cost? It should be free. 

And I think it is possible by using 
technology and [a good] business model. 

I think [the mobile platform can] provide 
opportunities worldwide especially by using 
mobile internet. 

While some companies focus on the 
sellers, market opportunities, and so on, 
[Yoyo] also focuses on the social goodness. 
We hunger to solve the biggest problems 
all over the world, and we believe it is 
possible in the Philippines, Indonesia, 
Vietnam, and so on. 

When you moved to Cebu from Japan to 
study English, you learned about prepaid 
load and even sold them yourself. Tell us 
how this experience inspired you. 

In Japan, nobody knows what prepaid load 
is— 1 00 percent of Japanese [mobile users] 
are on postpaid. [When I was in Cebu] my 
English teacher’s family had a sari-sari 
store and sold load to her friends. Every 
day, [people would just go] to the sari-sari 
store to buy load. 

It was [something new to me] and it was 
very good information because I learned 
that pasa load is a way [of transaction 
here]. While few people have bank 
accounts, nearly all people have mobile 
numbers. Then I thought, if I have plenty 
of mobile numbers, I can make free load 
easily [available] by using pasa load. So, 
that became my starting business model 
in providing free load. 



What was the most difficult thing that you or the business had 
to overcome here in the Philippines? 

The fact that nobody believed that Yoyo can give free load. It sounds 
[like a] scam, right— to get free load? But we currently provide 
P50,000 in a day. At first, Popslide users cannot believe it. But right 
now we are partnering with big brands. Little by little, Filipinos [are 
changing their mind about us]. 

Can you tell us more about Popslide? 

Whenever you use Android phone, you can see the lock screen. 

With Popslide installed, every time you see the lock screen, there 
are articles and applications flashed. After swiping the lock screen, 
they can get points for free. Now those points can be converted to 
mobile load. Popslide is already [available] here in the Philippines, 
in Indonesia, and just recently, Vietnam. 

Do you think mobile digital ads will replace the traditional way 
of advertising? 

[With the increasing] use of mobile phones, many companies are 
starting to focus on the mobile platform. Billboards [and traditional 
advertising] are very important, but nobody can [tell] how many 
people look at billboards. Nobody can count and measure. [On the 
other hand], smartphones have GPS information and we use GPS 
technology to forecast the specific user. For example, only Makati 
users can check this lock screen. We can count how many people 
swipe, and we can track that data. That’s why big companies who 
go for [traditional advertising] should look into mobile advertising. 


YOSUKE FUKADA 


What’s your vision for Yoyo Holdings? 

The internet is opportunity, and opportunity can change your life 
drastically. But right now, several people cannot access the internet. 
So who can solve that problem? Can you imagine that Google and 
Facebook are the only two companies solving offline to online 
issues, and currently. Yoyo is third. So our goal is to connect seven 
billion people to the internet for free, all the time through mobile.

SARA BLACK 

Beauty and fashion photographer

S ara Black has made 

her mark as one of the 
country’s top beauty and 
fashion photographers. 
Arresting portraits of her 
subjects are well known in 
the industry, and it’s largely credited 
to her stint from the other side of the 
lens. Having a background in modeling 
gives Sara a deeper understanding of 
her subjects, their needs, how to push 
their button, and when to pull back. 


But watching Sara work with Speed 
cover girl Jasmine Curtis Smith showed 
us more of how she is able to bring out 
the vulnerability and authenticity of the 
person in her photographs. Sara’s innate 
sweetness and honesty easily warm you 
to her, and before you know it, trust has 
already been established between the 
two of you. 


When shooting a model for the first time, how do you 
warm him or her up? 

I try to establish a connection with them before 
they go in front of my camera. You only have a few 
moments to get somebody’s trust. I would talk to 
them a little bit before I actually shoot them. The 
topics could be about anything, just to make them 
comfortable. I don’t have a spiel that I get into. It’s 
just more of making a human connection. When I 
feel like we both established our rapport and [are] 
comfortable, I find that the end result is a lot better 
because the trust comes in. 

What makes up the ideal subject? 

Everybody can be an ideal subject. It depends 
on them how vulnerable they want to be for the 
photographer. If everybody were just authentic and 
honest, then they could be photographed in a good 
way. I do a lot of projects that photograph real people, 
and I really enjoy this immensely because [there’s] 
no BS, just humanity. 
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SARA BLACK 
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Maybe that's your ideal subject, someone who's authentic and 
willing to show his or her vulnerability. 

Yeah, I would say that. I think that’s not just in taking photographs- 
that’s across the board in my whole life. I just want to be real. 

Keep it real, keep it simple, no frills. 

What's your work philosophy? 

Just excellence. Whatever I can 
do to achieve excellence. 


So, how do you prepare for 
photo shoots? 

First and foremost, I take into 
consideration what the client 
needs, so I go over the pegs 
carefully and understand what 
the requirements are. From 
there, I usually incorporate my 
past experiences, especially 
if I’m shooting a celebrity- 
how I’ve photographed them 
before, how do they like to be 
photographed, [and] what facial 
[and] what body angles work 
best for them— so that when 
I get to the shoot, it all moves 
very softly. 


On a personal level, I just 
try to come into a shoot with 

a positive energy. I think shoots are a lot about teamwork and 
everybody has to be part of this very strongly linked chain to make 
a good end product. If you’re coming into a shoot with a very positive 
energy, it’s kind of contagious. Flopefully it rubs off with everyone, 
and we can all have a good time producing awesome work. 

That's true. Positivity works like magic. So, what's the first thing 
you do after a photo shoot? 

I think I enjoy myself a lot during the actual shoot that there’s no 
need to de-stress or debrief myself. But from a work perspective, 

I go through the photographs that I’ve done for the day and review 
what worked and what didn’t work. So when I’m submitting the files 
to the client. I’m giving the best output [and] quality that I can give. 

Like you said, excellence. What got you interested in photography 
in the first place? 

I got an instamatic camera as a Christmas present when I was 
7 or 8. But I think one thing that stuck with me is the democracy 
of pointing your lens at something, clicking, and boom! It’s right 
there. That’s obviously over-simplifying the act of photography 
dramatically. But many people can do it and can enjoy doing it. 

Who are your influences? 

I love the style of Camilla Akrans. She imbibes what is feminine 
now. It’s womanly, but it’s a little edgy. She’s not scared of light, 
but it’s beautiful at the same time. 

Locally, I have a lot of respect for Jun de Leon. Fle’s been in the 
industry for a really, really long time. It’s one thing to penetrate the 
industry in the beginning — I would say that’s probably easier than 
having a career that has as much longevity as much as he had. 

What gear do you use? 

I’m using the [Canon EOS] 5D, especially for location shoots 
‘cause it’s very convenient and handy to take around. It has 
video functions, too. When I’m in my studio, I use the [Canon 
EOS] 1 D X. That’s more the baby camera that you don’t lug 
around everywhere. 

Aside from your gear, what are your photo shoot must-haves? 

We must have music. I think it helps set the tone. It also energizes 
people, sets the speed that people work at. 



Do you have a go-to music playlist for shoots? 

No, I just go to Spotify and play the “Flave a Great Day!” or 
"Seize the Day!” playlist, or whatever workout music— anything 
that just has a nice momentum so that people can get into the mood 
of working. 

Any other photography gear 
you own? 

My other cameras are what 
I use for traveling while I’m on 
a holiday. I have a [Canon EOS] 
D60, which is excellent in low 
light. When I’m traveling or 
I’m with my family, I don’t like 
to bring lenses [and] all these 
other accessories. 

So you still take pictures 
outside work? 

When I’m not at work, I try not 
to take pictures, [iaughs] I do 
[take pictures], but it has to 
be a very special place. Let’s 
say, I’m going to somewhere 
I’ve [already] been to before, 

I don’t bring my SLR. The last 
big trip I did was in November 
when I went to Bolivia. It was 
too good an opportunity to pass 
up without a [camera]. My only 
problem is I find [that having] a camera with me kind of dissipates 
my experience of the actual reality, like you’re experiencing 
through the screen of the camera. I would rather take pictures 
with my mind, store them in my memory, and have the whole 
sensory experience. 

Are you into mobile photography, too? 

For sure. Because I’m on Instagram, sometimes [having your phone 
with you] is the most convenient thing. The camera on the iPhone 6 
isn’t bad at all. I find that as long as you have good quality of light, 
the photos are pretty crispy. There’s also something very gratifying 
about being able to share instantly, di bal 

I agree. How often do you post online? 

I should be posting more. I tend to enjoy being fresh and in the 
moment, and it’s not as apparent to me as other people that I need 
to document it, so I can share it. I would rather be here and now, 
and experience everything. [I] savor [the moment] rather than 
be concerned about taking a picture and sharing it on social media. 
Different strokes for different folks. 

Any gadget wish list? 

Are you kidding me? Of course! Okay. Dear, Santa, I would like 
a medium format digital back. But the way the [professional] rates 
in the Philippines are, it’s just not possible. You have to upgrade 
your system every other year. It costs a lot of money and people 
don’t pay us enough {laughs] to be able to [afford it]. It’s really more 
of a luxury. 

What's the best and the worst thing about being a photographer? 

Oh my gosh, so many good things! I love my job. I can’t do anything 
else. [There are] so many amazing opportunities. You’re constantly 
with fascinating people. You’re always in the loop of what’s new, 
what’s fresh, [and] what is trendy. Just the creative energy in the 
workplace— I love it! 

The worst thing? I don’t know. There’s no perfect job, of course. 

This is what I chose eh. Whatever difficulties come my way doing 
this profession doesn’t even make a dent. 

Any tips for up-and-coming photographers? 

Follow you passion. It is a very steep climb ahead, so get ready.

How do you typically prepare for a shoot or 
makeup session? The night before a shoot or 
makeup session, I clean my brushes, and then 
check and review the pegs, if any. I make sure 
that I have the right makeup and tools. 

Aside from your makeup kit, what else can't 
you leave home without? I have to have my 
iPhone with me. It’s very important kasi dun 
ako nagfa-transact ng business ko, ‘pag may 
mga nagboo-book sakin na client. 

Any website or blog you follow where you 
draw inspiration from? Locally, I check out 
Stylebible [styiebibie.ph]. ‘Pag sa international 
naman, I follow InStyle linstyie.com]. 

What gadget or technology do you think can 
help you in your profession? Siguro ‘yung pang 
analyze ng face. Kasi kaming mga makeup 
artists b/na-base namin ‘yung pagmamake-up 
on the shape of the face and sa complexion. 

So siguro, [it would help na] ‘pag ini-scan 
mo ‘yung face ng client mo, maiaiaman mo 
na agad ‘yung color at type ng makeup na 
gaga mi tin mo. 



Stylist's essential gear: I always have 
my personal styling kit beside me. Inside 
my kit are pins, clamps, fashion tape, and 
a few accessories. 

What gadgets can't a stylist like you leave 
home without? I can’t leave home without 
my phone [iPhone 6 Plus] because my email 
is there. When I have meetings, I present my 
pegs through my phone, and then when I have 
bookings, I contact clients through my phone. 
What are your favorite apps? My favorite is 
Keynote. [With it] I can put all of the pegs for 
my presentation, and take down notes as much 
as I want. Also, Spotify for music. If I’m bored, 

I play Clash of Clans. 

What gadget or app do you think can help 
stylists? [I wish] there was an app where 
I can [search the stock of stores] and indicate 
for instance, white heels, white stilettos, 
and then it shows [where I can find those]. 

I really need that. 

What advice can you give aspiring stylists? 

Just be passionate. If styling makes you happy, 
go for it. Follow your heart, and make sure 
that you will do your best and excel [in your 
chosen field].

We’Ll be exploring some apps 
to help you go through the 
common workflow— taking 
shots, transferring photos from 
your camera to your workstation, 
organizing your photos, editing 
them, and sharing them for the 
world to see. 

TETHER YOUR CAMERA 

Professional photographers 
tether their cameras to a Laptop running a specialized software. 

A tethered camera saves photos immediately to the connected laptop 
and in the folder that you specified. After releasing the shutter, you 
immediately see the raw files on a bigger screen; photos lie when 
viewed on your camera’s small LCD. Tethering also gives you instant 
feedback, so you can adjust your settings accordingly. 

One of the features that I enjoy out of tethering is the automated focus 
stacking, a technique used to superimpose a series of photos with 
increasing depth of field made with different exposure configurations. 
Product photographers usually employ this technique with the aid of 
sophisticated software. 

For Canon DSLRs, a tethering software called the Canon EOS Utility 
(free) is available for Mac and Windows users. Unfortunately for 
Nikon cameras, the official software— Camera Control Pro 2 (P8,000; 
Windows, Mac)— has a heavy price tag. 

If you’re a Windows user who wants to save some cash, the 
digiCamControl app (free) is the tool for you. If you dual-boot with 
a Linux system. Entangle (free) is a great app to download. It can 
easily be installed from the distribution’s repositories. 

COPY PHOTOS FROM THE CAMERA 

Transferring your photos from the camera is an easy task as 
Windows 8 and Mac OS have native apps to import photos once they 
detect a camera plugged in. 


simple and complex tags for the obsessive compulsive. Simple 
tags can be objects found in the photo, while complex tags may 
include the lens used in taking the picture. 

The open source project digiKam (free; Windows, Mac, Linux) 
is a surprisingly complete package that could give commercial 
apps a good run for their money. It makes use of a plug-in model 
that allows specialized tools to seamlessly run inside the app. 

ExifTool is another gem for hardcore enthusiasts who love to 
automate tasks in their workflow. This Perl library can be invoked 
via the command line (using a script or batch file) to read/write/ 
update metadata on almost any file. 

PROCESS AND DEVELOP THE NEGATIVES' 

Adobe Photoshop and Lightroom have been the de facto standard 
when talking about photo editing and developing tools. Adobe also 
wins in having the most number of third-party plug-ins, actions, 
and filters. 

Darktable (free; Mac, Linux) is an alternative application dedicated 
to processing RAW files. It applies non-destructive editing to 
RAW files. Changes are saved in a separate XMP file, leaving 
the RAW file untouched. 

Recently, Serif announced the beta preview of its Affinity Photo 
(private beta), a Mac app built to rival Photoshop’s features. 

Tiffen Dfx (P5,730 with free trial; Windows, Mac) is another tool 
that comes in both standalone and plug-in formats. Alien Skin 
Exposure 7 (P6,600 with free trial; Windows, Mac) allows you 
to see the photo several stops up or down to achieve a dramatic 
effect. Its black-and-white filters are top-notch. And I have 
tried out DxO OpticsPro (P5,730 with free trial; Windows, Mac) 
to correct the Lens distortion effect of my zoom Lens due to 
a wide angle. 

This is the part of the workflow where you don’t want to save 
money because good filters come with a high price tag.

On Linux, Rapid Photo Downloader performs the basic tasks plus 
auto-renaming and auto-creation of folder hierarchy based on meta 
tags and/or EXIF data. My favorite is the way it syncs the RAW file to 
its JPEG counterpart and counts the two files as one photo entry. 
This app also allows creating backups on the fly to an external drive. 

ACDSee 18 (PI ,800) is one of the most versatile Windows programs 
that can download your photos and organize them according to 
your workflow. 

DRGANIZE YDUR PHDTDS THE WAY YDU WANT IT 

Tagging your photos after downloading makes a lot of sense in 
preventing future clutter. ACDSee (P7, 000/year; Windows, Mac) 
and Adobe Lightroom (P7, 000/year; Windows, Mac) both support 


PUBLISH YDUR PHDTDS 

Most of the tools that organize your photos come with plug-ins 
for sharing via third-party providers. Some generate static FITML- 
code galleries that you can upload to a Web server. Others like 
FUckr and Picasaweb provide an online gallery for easy viewing. 
All metadata written to the photos are captured and converted as 
tags for easy referencing. 

But if you really, really want to host your own gallery, try Piwigo. 
It’s a LAMP application that is easy to install. It offers all the 
basic features plus it allows you to upload your photos using an 
organizer like digiKam.

But while we are thousands of gear and budget miles 
far from our trigger-shooting heroes, certainly we can 
still make stunning images even with our basic gear by 
knowing some of these resourceful hacks. 


Handy bounce flash 

Remember that group photo where your faces ended up 
whitewashed like the Addams family? Disgusting as it 
may be, know that you can remedy this problem before 
buying that extra speedlight. 


Draw your instant bounce flash straight from your pocket: 
the handy business card. 


Any white solid cardboard material has the ability to 
reflect light. Simply place it at a 45-degree angle in front 
of your built-in flash and the card will block the hard 
frontal flash, bounce light to the ceiling, and then scatter 
the light to illuminate the room. 


Instant flash diffuser 

That clean (or not) leftover tissue from dinner may be 
your ticket to your friends praising you like pro. 


While some of you may have fallen in love with the bounce 
flash, some situations (like a roofless spot or high ceiling 
venue) call on another technique— softening of light. 
Neutralize that harsh frontal pop-up by placing a thin 
cloth, tissue, or a similar translucent material in front of 
your built-in flash. 


Resourceful reflector 

In shooting portraits, photographers know that the proper 
illumination of the face can make or break a photograph. 
Reflectors play a role in controlling the amount and angle 
of light. But folks who have yet to find the budget for a 
decent reflector need not fret. 


Reverse lens macro photography 

Love to shoot close-up macro shots but find those 5- and 
6-digit macro lenses a pain in the pocket? You are not alone. 
Thanks to graces from the heavens, you can still shoot 
macro photography even without a specialized macro lens. 
How? Shoot with your lens in reverse. 


But you may be thinking, how on earth do you attach a 
reverse lens to your camera body? We’re here to suggest two 
methods you can consider. 


The first and more resourceful method makes use of a toilet 
roll tube as an extender. Cut the role tube and fit it around 
the lens. Tape black paper to help cut out reflections before 
attaching the reversed lens to the body and sealing the lens 
in place. 


The other method is to buy a reverse ring adapter. Adapters 
are a long way cheaper than macro lenses, but should 
be decent enough to give you a fraction of a pro macro 
photographers’ ability. 


DIY bokeh patterns 

Bokeh often appears as circular blurs in our portrait’s 
defocused background. But for shooters who’d like to 
get fancy with bokeh shapes, you can manually create 
customized bokeh yourself using black paper, tape, scissors, 
and a large aperture (low value) lens. 


Some cheap materials you can turn to are aluminum car 
covers, aluminum foil, white sheets and fabric, styrofoam, 
or even a shooting partner wearing white. 


First, create a makeshift lens hood out of paper. Next, cut 
black paper into a circular shape the size of your lens frame. 
In the middle of the black round paper, cut out any shape 
you’d want your bokeh to appear then tape that paper in front 
of your lens as close as possible. You can now get endless 
custom-shaped bokehs for your background.

CHOOSE THE BEST SEAT 

If you’re traveling by bus, choose a seat that gives you the 
most unhampered view. If you’re not sure, ask the driver. It’s 
disappointing to find out you picked the wrong seat on a bus 
traveling along a coastal highway and all you can see out the 
window is the side of the mountain.

In a tricycle, try sitting behind the driver. To get sharp 
pictures from a moving vehicle, use a fast shutter speed 
and a lightweight camera that doesn’t need two hands to 
take a shot. You want to be able to stick your arm out the 
window to capture a scene.

TAKE PERFECT TRAVEL PHOTOS 



For the beginner 

• one camera (to capture more of 
the scenery, use a camera with 
a wide angle lens) 

• enough film for your entire trip 
(it’s difficult to find shops that 
sell film) 

• spare batteries (some cameras 
don’t need batteries) 

• backup camera in case the 
other one fails (your cell phone 
camera can be your backup 
camera) 

• plastic bags to waterproof your 
gear (you can use resealable 
food bags or freezer bags) 

For the advanced hobbyist 

• all of the above 

• flash 

• other cameras 

• accessories for creative 
shooting (splitzer, filters) 

• tripod/monopod (I have never 
used those things) 

• dry bag 




Walking lets you see more detail. On foot, you are slower, so you 
can also spend more time in one location. Visit the village to 
see where locals live and what goes on in their community, 
but remember to respect the locals. 


Use a small camera to take pictures of people. It’s less 
intimidating than a large camera with a long lens. 


DONT PARTY TOO MUCH 

It’s important to get enough sleep, or else you will miss the 
sunrise shot the next day. If you take a midnight bus ride and 
sleep during the night, be sure you wake up just as the sun rises 
so you can take some pictures. Remember that the color of the 
sky changes quickly. 


There may also be interesting scenes that you would not see at 
other times of the day. Fishermen could be returning with their 
catch, or some people could be taking a morning run on the 
beach for exercise. 


Whether you use a tripod or not is up to you. Consider the kind 
of camera and film you have. 


LOOK ALL AROUND YOU 

Some of the interesting photos that I’ve taken are scenes that 
I would have missed if I didn’t look behind me. Not only should 
you look behind you, you should also look all around; you might 
see something interesting. 


Get a more interesting photo by looking at scenes from a different 
angle. Flold the camera up above you or keep it low. With a 
small, wide-angle or fisheye camera, you don’t even need to look 
through the viewfinder. Or you can just take a panoramic shot to 
get everything in. 


KEEP YOUR COOL 

Getting a flat tire, getting stuck in the mud, or getting 
momentarily lost can spoil your day. It’s easy for one hot-headed 
companion to aggravate the situation and annoy everyone else in 
your group. But keeping your cool tends to keep everyone calm 
as well. 


Take pictures while your friends change the tire. Use the 
unexpected break to stretch your legs and take photos. If you 
seem lost, stop and ask for directions. And don’t complain 
when your friends insist on buying something at the market 
or souvenir store. 


Take pictures of these experiences. Tell a story with your images. 


SLOW DOWN 

Traveling can become hectic if you have a tight schedule to follow, 
or your guide wants to make sure you get to see all the popular 
sights in the shortest time possible. Make room in your itinerary 
for some free time. Your companions may want to spend it lying 
on a hammock and reading a book, or hanging around the 
beach and watching other people. Let them. You can explore 
on your own.

ON COSPLAY 
PHOTOGRAPHY

It was one of those random 


conversations in the car with 
my wife Rachei that got me 
thinking about the kind of 
photography I ended up doing. 

Of course we all start with the regular kind of 
photography, but the more time I spent in this craft/ 
passion/profession, the more I veered toward a rather 
unconventional way of taking pictures. 

Rachel, aside from being my better half, is the perfect 
sounding board for my ideas. She’s not really into 
comics, anime, or anything deeply involved with 
pop culture. She’s a casual onlooker who enjoys an 
Avengers movie here and there, minus the obsession 
of the dedicated fan (such as yours truly). It’s the non- 
fan questions she asks that got me thinking how to 
express my fandom to a larger audience beyond 
fellow geeks. 

Here’s a little revelation: I was totally unaware of 
the term “cosplay photography” until people started 
labeling our work as such. This was months into 
the production process, as we were working on 
the images for our exhibit Pop Nostalgia back in 
2008. Personally, I just wanted to take pictures of 
superheroes. The cosplay label just came after the 
fact. Whether it was a cosplayer, model, or actor in 
front of the camera, it didn’t matter to me as long as 
the imagery I wanted was achieved. 


I’ve always loved drawing. Unfortunately, it didn’t love me 
back as much as I wanted to. From summer art classes to 
a full-scale drawing board dad got me, I was trying (in vain) 
to make something more than glorified stick figures; I believed 
I could be creative. It’s that same part of my bull-headedness 
that finally got me to seek refuge behind a camera. A camera 
for a pencil: my creative journey started from there. 

My love for cosplay photography (the term stuck with us since 
then) was born out of two creative obsessions: photography 
and pop culture. Being the geek, I naturally sought more 
knowledge about these two concepts that I initially felt were 
unconnected, and mulled on how to create a good intersection 
between them. However, the more I studied, the more I saw 
a pre-existing, Siamese-twin connection. Pop culture and 
photography were creatively joined at the hip, and it became 
just a matter of connecting the dots for myself. 

Cosplay photography sat in the cusp of two schools of thought: 
pop culture (content) and photography (execution). It wasn’t 
enough for me to just take pictures; I wanted to discover 
what made the characters tick, and the techniques used to 
make them come to life. I had to go to the source beyond the 
photography and costuming. After that, I could then run off 
with a team on the other side of the creative spectrum and see 
what we could do with the images we produced. 

I became obsessed with the methods because I wanted to 
solve a personal creative problem. It was this journey of getting 
my ideas across— from point A to point B— where I discovered 
the importance of self-awareness in the thought process. The 
more you knew about your imagination, the more you’re able 
to tweak your methods and refine things that didn’t work. It’s 
this constant cycle of trial and error plus the various bouts 
with frustration I went through that created a remotely feasible 
method of channeling creativity like a firehose. 

Picking the brains of the artists and writers in the comic book, 
anime, and pop culture realms gives us the ability to put their 
characters in the right perspective. As much as the cosplayers 
give life to intellectual properties we are fans of, if it weren’t 
for the creative types, we wouldn’t have these characters to 
begin with. 

I sought to make our work a tribute to those whose 
imagination has inspired a multitude of people like me into 
contributing to their worlds. I think, as imagineers whom 
they have inspired, my fellow industry practitioners and I owe 
them a great deal of gratitude. I don’t think they’re celebrated 
enough, save for a few superstar artists and writers. 

It is a creative responsibility for us as fans who generate 
content to give back into the creative pool for others to 
appreciate and grow from.
